Environmentalists call logging in Utah forests foul

PROVO — U.S. Forest Service 
managers are proposing an unprece- 
dented amount of logging in Utah’s 
national forests over the next few 
years — a move 
that has environ- 


mentalists crying “The whole salvage sale 
system has undone 30 
years of environmental 
protection. The public 
has been shut out, and 
environmental laws that 
ensure tree sales are 
legitimate have been 


foul. 

At least eight tim- 
ber salvage sales 
have been set on 
federal land 
throughout the state, 
since Congress 
passed a temporary 
rule allowing such 
sales in emergency 
situations. 

The timber sales 
range from a few 
hundred to. several 
thousand acres. 
Spruce, pine and fir 
trees are expected to be milled into 
more than 100 million board feet of 
lumber. 

The Forest Service hopes the sales 
will help stave off massive beetle 
infestations and ensure forest health, 
while loggers foresee financial bene- 
fits. 

But environmentalists say dead 
trees, which provide wildlife habitais 
and help protect and enrich the soil 
when they fall naturally, should be 
left alone. 

“The whole salvage sale system has 
undone 30 years of environmental 
protection,” said Dick Carter of the 
Utah Wilderness Association. “The

public has been shut out, and environ- 
mental laws that ensure tree sales are 
legitimate have been turned off.” 

Since last summer, Congress has 
allowed the Forest Service to harvest 
trees in emergency situations without 
complying with 
environmental laws 
as part of a rider 
attached to the fed- 
eral Recision Act. 

The rationale was 
that speedy logging 
of dead and dying 
timber would 
reduce the risk of 
forest fires and 
insect infestation of 
healthy trees. The 
temporary rule 
expires at the end of 
the year. 
Environmentalists 
claim forest man- 
agers are squeezing 
in as many proposals as possible 
before the deadline. 

The Forest Service last week tight- 
ened restrictions on salvage logging 
on federal land across the West. 

The directive by Agriculture 
Secretary Dan Glickman aims to bet- 
ter inform the public about sales, ban 
salvage logging in pristine areas, min- 
imize new roads’ construction and 
reduce the number of healthy trees 
that can be cut.

Still, loggers feel dead trees need to. 


be harvested. 

“It’s not like they’re going to go up 
there and deplete the whole resource,” 
said Adus Dorsey, who runs a small 
logging operation in central Utah. 


“We kind of feel like the guardians 
up there.” 

For the sale in Manti-LaSal National 
Forest — Utah’s largest sale — log- 
gers would be allowed to cut 71 mil- 
lion board feet of dead and live 
Englemann spruce from 10,000 acres 
on the Wasatch Plateau southeast of 
Manti. 

The Forest Service plans a series of 
sales over five to eight years. 

Harvesting the dead trees would 
decrease numbers of Spruce beetles 


that wiped out several trees in the for- 
est six years ago, said Don Fullmer, 
the forest’s ecosystems branch chief. 

But the Utah chapter of the Sierra 
Club nominated the sale as one of the 
nation’s 20 worst. 

“How can this not be the poster 
child of salvage sales in Utah and the 
Intermountain Region?” asked Nina 
Dougherty, conservation chair for the 
club’s Utah Valley Group.

Cuban firms open to legal action.

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton opened the way today for 
legal action against foreign firms 
doing business in Cuba but imposed a 
six-month moratorium on lawsuits. 
He could extend the moratorium 
again in six months. 

In a matter of considerable political 
and diplomatic significance, Clinton 
decided that Americans who lost 
property in Cuba at the time of the 
revolution may sue, in U.S. courts, 
foreign firms now utilizing those 
assets. 

In an apparent attempt to defuse the 
controversy as an election issue, 
Clinton held that no lawsuits may be 
filed before Feb. 1. 

Officials pointed out that the issue 
will be back on Clinton’s desk again 
in mid-January because of the six- 
month clause, meaning that he 
reserves the right to render today’s 
Feb. | deadline as meaningless. 

Clinton said in a statement that as a 
result of his decision, “All companies 
doing business in Cuba are hereby on 
notice that by trafficking in expropri- 
ated property, they face the prospects 
of lawsuits and significant liability in 
the United States.” 

He added that during the six-month 
suspension period, his administration 
will work to promote democracy in 
Cuba. 

The legislation has triggered an 
angry response from American allies 
who have been insisting that Clinton 


exercise his waiver authority on the 
grounds that the United States should 
not enforce American jurisdiction 
beyond U.S. shores. 

Clinton has also faced pressure from

Cuban-Americans and conservatives 
in general to open the way for legal 
action against the more than 100 for- 
eign firms which have been operating 
on property taken from Americans 
more than 35 years ago. 

Clinton said the allies must under- 
stand that for countries and foreign 
companies that take advantage of 
expropriated property, the choice is 
clear: “They can join our efforts to 
cease profiting from such property. 
They can join our efforts to promote a 
transition to democracy in Cuba. Or 
they can face the full implementation” 
of the law. 

Officials noted that the inconclu- 
siveness of today’s decision could 
give would-be investors a pause. They

Committee Chair Jesse Helms 
accused Clinton of capitulating ‘te 
Cuban President Fidel Castro. 
“President Clinton has once again 
taken a firm stand on both sides of an 
important issue,” he said. 

Clinton’s Republican rival, Bob 
Dole, prodded him Tuesday to 
enforce the sanctions against Cuba. 

“President Clinton’s continued 
indecision until the last possible 
moment demonstrates, once again, 
that this president is rudderless when 
it comes to standing up for American 
principles around the world,” Dole 
said. “Allowing American citizens 
whose property was illegally stolen 
by the Castro regime to usé 
American courts to seek justice is the 
right thing to do.” 

At issue is the status of 5,911 U%S. 
properties that were seized by Cuba 
within the first two years of the 1959 
revolution. 

In an interview Monday night with 
MSNBC, the new cable and Internet: 
news service, Clinton acknowledged 
that he faces problems with European. 
allies if he decides not to waive thé 
provision. 

The president added, “I must do 
what I think is in the national interest 
of the United States and what is like- 
ly to bring democracy to Cuba. We 
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Yeltsin’s health OK, Gore says after meeting 


MOSCOW — Unfazed that Boris Yeltsin kept him waiting a day, Vice 
President Al Gore pronounced the Russian leader in “good health” after their 
45-minute talk at a health resort outside Moscow. 

“He looked very good to me,” said Gore, the first Western leader to see 
Yeltsin since the latest speculation about his health. 

An alert Yeltsin joked and greeted the U.S. vice president with a big grin at 
the government resort where the Russian president is vacationing. 

A day earlier, the 65-year-old Yeltsin abruptly canceled their meeting, with 
aides saying Yeltsin was simply very tired. 

The sudden change of plans, just minutes before Gore was to leave for the 
meeting, refueled speculation about Yeltsin’s condition. 

It was the latest in a string of no-shows that began near the end of Yeltsin’s 
vigorous campaign for a second term. Since then, Yeltsin had been seen only in 
official TV footage and carefully scripted Kremlin events. 

“He seemed to be in good health, relaxed, smiling and seemed very actively 
engaged in the subjects we discussed during our conversation,’ Gore said after 
the meeting. 


Southwest’s $25 Vegas fares clog phone lines 


LAS VEGAS — Las Vegas is proving to be a major beneficiary in an airline 
promotion offering $25 one-way fares. 

A ‘spokeswoman for Southwest Airlines said Las Vegas was the first destina- 
tion to sell out under its new low fares. 

The tickets, available in limited numbers, must be purchased before July 23, 
and are good on flights from Aug. 19 through Oct. 31. 

The promotion has clogged Southwest reservation lines with up to 60,000 
calls per minute. 

Many people have given up trying to reach the airline by phone, and are 
going to McCarran International Airport, only to find long lines. 

Prestige American Express Travel Service spokeswoman Maria Ruiz said her 
representatives can’t even get through on Southwest lines to talk to the travel 
service’s agents. 


Cholera outbreak kills dozens in Liberia 


MONROVIA, Liberia — Squalid conditions resulting from heavy fighting in 
the Capital have caused a cholera outbreak that has killed at least 24 people in 
two'days, health officials said Tuesday. 
For weeks, the country’s chief pathologist, Dr. Isaac Moses, and other health 
workers have been combing the city for the bodies of people killed during 
bloodshed in April and May. 
Séveral hundred bodies have been picked up and buried in the city’s cemeter- 
ies.*The search continued Tuesday. 

The burial program was launched to prevent a health crisis resulting from the 
decay of corpses littering streets, beaches and abandoned buildings. 
The 24 cholera victims were taken from two Monrovia hospitals, and Moses 
said there are fears other hospitals and shelters house many more cholera 
patients. 
Cholera has constantly threatened the tens of thousands civilian war victims. 


Name released of diplomat murdered in Cairo 


CAIRO, Egypt — U.S. officials released the name of a diplomat Tuesday 
who was stabbed and killed in a posh Cairo hotel. 

The U.S. Embassy identified the victim as Judith Iris Goldenberg, 56, a 
native of Illinois. 

The Egyptian man accused of stabbing her was referred Tuesday for a psychi- 
atric examination. 

Embassy officials who spoke on condition of anonymity said Ms. Goldenberg 
was working as “summer relief” for the Defense Department, but gave no other 
details. They did not provide a hometown. 

The suspect in the case, Omar Mohammed Noaman, 28, was arrested 
Monday night immediately after the stabbing at the Semiramis Intercontinental 
Hotel, a five-star hotel on the Nile. 

At about 9:30 p.m., as Ms. Goldenberg was entering the hotel’s main door 
and approached the metal detector that all visitors must go through, the attack- 
er stabbed her in the back. 

Police said Noaman had a history of psychiatric prebdiems. 

Noaman’s mother, Zeleikha el-Sayed, said her son had been mentally ill for 
12 years.

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Sudden déaths 

in athletes caused 

by heart problems

CHICAGO —/The scenario is rare 
but always terrifying: A young ath- 
lete, seemingly in top shape, suddenly 
collapses and dies. 

The reasons may be just as frighten- 
ing: more often than not, symptom- 
less, hard-to-detect and unpreventable 
heart abnormalities are to blame, 
according to a new, detailed profile of 
the victims. 

Most had passed routine medical 
screenings with flying colors, accord- 
ing to a report Tuesday in a special 
Journal of the American Medical. 
Association issue devoted to sports 
medicine and the Olympics. 

Though the problem is rare, “it’s 
always a horror story,” said Dr. 
William Roberts, a co-researcher and 
director of the Baylor Cardiovascular 
Institute in Dallas. 

The sudden deaths of several well- 
known athletes have focused attention 
on the phenomenon. Hank Gathers, a 
star at Loyola-Marymount in Los 
Angeles, collapsed and died on the 
court during a game in 1990 after 
being sidelined for a while because of 
his heart condition. 

And Olympic figure skating gold 
medalist Sergei Grinkov died during a 
practice session last year at age 28. 
Grinkov, a Russian whose father died 
at 52, was found to have inherited a 
genetic condition that caused his 
death. 

The American Heart Association 
plans to release new screening guide- 
lines for young athletes next month, 
said Dr. Gary Balady, chair of the 
heart association’s Committee on 
Exercise and Cardiac Rehabilitation. 

The guidelines will recommend 
more detailed screenings of athletes 
with family histories of heart disease, 
and researchers suggest that young 
athletes with serious heart defects 
abstain from competitive sports. 

Among high school competitors, 
only one in about 200,000 athletes 
succumbs to such sudden deaths, 
according to researchers led by Dr. 
Barry J. Maron at the Minnesota 
Heart Institute Foundation. 

They looked at 158 sudden deaths 
nationwide among young competitive 
athletes between 1985 and 1995, and 
focused on 134 that were later linked 
to heart problems. 

The researchers found one common 
factor: nearly all were brought on by 
intense exercise. 

“Cardiovascular collapse was clear- 
ly associated with intense physical 
activity,” the researchers wrote. 

There’s no national registry for such 
deaths, and the researchers said they 
suspect more occurred during that 
period. 

More than 20 different cardiac dis- 
orders were implicated in the 134 
deaths. 

However, of the 115 athletes studied 
who had undergone standard screen- 
ings, fewer than 5 percent showed 
symptoms of heart disease and fewer 
than | percent were accurately diag- 
nosed. And only 24 athletes (18 per- 
cent) were known to have experienced 
heart-related symptoms such as dizzi- 
ness or chest pain during the three 
years preceding their deaths. 

Among the heart-related deaths, 90 
percent were male; 52 percent were 
white; 44 percent black and most vic- 
tims were involved in either basket- 
ball or football. Their median age was 
17, and 90 percent collapsed during or 
immediately after engaging in the 
sport.

Delys also said when they decided 
to talk to the media about the experi- 
ence, they wanted to convey the mes- 
sage that it was a miracle, brought 
upon by many who were praying in 
their behalf. 

She emphasized that even the doc- 
tors were surprised that the bacteria 
did not spread to any of his organs. 

David said he is happy to be teach- 
ing and although it is tougher than he 
thought it would be, he said, “It is 
wonderful to be back.” 

Along with raising five children and 
teaching at BYU, David and Delys 
are working on a book about their 
ordeal and hope to have it published 
within a year.

BYU’s new Assistant to the 
President for planning and budgeting, 
Ned C. Hill, spoke to students about 
managing the concerns of their stew- 
ardship by following seven principles 
for intelligent financial planning in 
Tuesday’s Forum in the de Jong 
Concert Hall. 

The first and most important princi- 
ple in financial management is to be 
honest in all financial dealings, Hill 
said. 

He emphasized honesty with 
Heavenly Father, spouses, family 
members, employers, customers and 
the government. 

The second principle Hill discussed 
is to live within your means. 

“Most of the problems that I see in 
personal counseling with people who 
have financial difficulties is that they 
are living beyond their means,” Hill 
said. 

Those who live beyond their means 
have many added difficulties, such as 
paying higher taxes, claiming future 
spending and burdening themselves 
with greater stresses, Hill said. 

Principle three is to avoid unproduc- 
tive debt. Unproductive debt involves 
purchases such as consumer goods, 
cars, vacations and most things pur- 
chased with a credit card. On the 
other hand, productive debt includes 
education, home purchases and mini- 
mal transportation. 

Hill told students to cut credit cards, 
reduce spending, use savings to pay 
off debt, reduce interest rates, estab- 
lish a financial plan and talk to a cred- 
it counselor to reduce unproductive 
debt. 

Hill also advised students to be care- 
ful where they borrow. Because cf 
their low interest rates, the safest 
places to borrow are from personal 
savings accounts, credit unions and 
banks. Finance companies and credit 
card companies charge high interest 
rates and are best to avoid, Hill said. 

The fourth financial planning princi- 
ple is to prepare for emergencies. Hill 
told students to make preparations 
that include food storage, two 
months’ income set aside in liquid 
assets, and life, auto, health and dis- 
ability insurance. 

Life insurance is a subject not many 
students are educated about. To help 


clarify the differences in insurance, * 


Hill pointed out there are basically 
two types of life insurance: term 
insurance and cash value insurance. 

Term insurance is purely a death 
benefit, meaning that it does not 
establish savings simultaneously. This 
type of insurance expires at 65-70 
years of age. Term insurance also 
becomes more expensive as age 
increases. 

Cash value insurance,is life-long 
and establishes a savings package. 
Rates of return are low. 

Hill recommended that students, 
especially young families, buy term 
insurance. 

Preparing for retirement is the fifth 


principle in financial self-defense,| 


Hill said. 

For students, retirement is not a 
great concern, but Hill suggested that 
students make preparations for retire- 
ment a priority. 

An ancient Chinese proverb sums up 
the importance of establishing a 
retirement plan immediately by say- 
ing, “Do not wait until you are thirsty 
to dig a well.” 

For students, a logical start to 


preparing for retirement is to set aside © 


10 percent of each paycheck in a tax-

Investing is an excellent way to 
establish money for retirement. Hill 
recommended that people invest in 
stocks, bonds and deposit accounts. 

There are two types of investing that 
are ideal. The first is mutual funds 
where many people pool their invest- 
ments and a company purchases a 
number of different companies. The 
other type is tax-advantage investing. 
With tax-advantage, money is set 
aside for retirement and taxes are 
delayed until retirement. 

The sixth principle is to stay away 
from get rich quick schemes, Hill 
said. 

Hill provided five questions a person 


.can ask to determine whether a 


scheme is really a scam. 

Is the promised return unusually 
high? Is the product significantly 
above or below a reasonable market 
price? Does the sale require pressure 
tactics? Does the salesperson empha- 
size connections with BYU or the 
church? Is most of the product pur-

tors? 

The final principle in financial plan- 
ning is to inform yourself. Reading 
books and knowing the basics can 
make a big difference, Hill said. 

“It will be worth your while to

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New Mexico State gets 3-year probation

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. — The NCAA 
today placed the New Mexico State basketball 
program on three years’ probation and 
restricted the school from offering scholar- 
ships to junior college transfers for two years. 

The junior college scholarship penalty cut to 
the heart of coach Neil McCarthy’s recruiting 
strategy. Including the upcoming season, 
McCarthy has brought 34 junior college play- 
ers to the Las Cruces school on scholarship 
over Six seasons. 

The NCAA announced the sanctions after 
an investigation into allegations of violations 
into academic fraud, ethical conduct, recruit- 
ing, transfer eligibility and institutional con- 
trol. 

The investigation centered around a pair of 
former assistant coaches who were accused of 
providing test answers and papers for players 
to gain fraudulent eligibility through corre- 
spondence courses at two schools in the 
Southeast. 

Roy Kramer, acting chair for the NCAA’s 
Committee on Infractions, said during a tele- 
phone news conference from Overland Park, 
Kan., that the junior college restrictions were 


imposed because they struck’at the heart is 


He co

The penalties also expanded upon the 
school’s self-imposed sanctions by increasing 
the probationary period from two years to 
three years (from Aug. 1, 1995-Aug. 1 1998) 
and cutting scholarships from 13 to 11 for two 
seasons instead of one. 

The committee vacated the team’s record for 
its NCAA tournament appearances from 
1992-1994, but did not force the school to 
return revenue from those appearances. 

It also recommended the school force 
McCarthy to attend an NCAA regional rules 
compliance seminar and conduct rules educa- 
tion sessions for his coaching staff during the 
three years’ probation. 

The committee accepted some of the sanc- 
tions the school imposed against itself after its 
Own investigation into the violations. The 
self-imposed sanctions included a ban of post- 
season NCAA tourney participation last sea- 
son, reducing official visits by two last school 
year and by one for the upcoming year and 
curtailing the number of coaches who may 
recruit off-campus. 

The committee found that former assistant 
Chris Nordquist arranged fraudulent academic 
credit for four prospective student-athletes.

“The committee report said Nordquist, 
among other things, proctored and completed 
final exams and. wrote and typed English 
papers for prospective student-athletes 
enrolled in classes at Southeastern College of 
the Assemblies of God in Lakeland, Fla. 

In its report, the committee found that 
responsibility for the eligibility problems 
were delegated from McCarthy to then-assis- 
tant coach Gar Forman and in turn to 
Nordquist. 

“The committee found troubling the lack of 
contro] and administrative responsibility by 
one assistant (Forman), who served as recruit- 
ing coordinator and his involvement in the 
process and plan to make students meet eligi- 
bility standards,” Kramer said. “His failure to 
monitor those processes was particularly con- 
cerning to the committee.” 

“There is no more serious yiolation of 
NCAA legislation,” the committee wrote. 

The committee did not require further bans 
from postseason play or prohibit the school 
from receiving revenue from future televised 
games. Kramer said the school’s own sanc- 
tions - which prohibited it from taking in 
money from TV games and ruled out postsea- 
son play last season - were enough of a penal- 
ty.

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Clinton dodges anti-Cuba sanction issue 


- President Clinton has done it again. In a slick political move, he has successfully 
postponed the controversial anti-Cuba sanctions until well after the presidential 
elections. 

For Clinton, the decision of whether to pass the Helms-Burton act is a no-win sit- 
uation. If passed, the law would allow the United States to impose sanctions 
against the foreign companies that trade with some 100 Cuban companies Fidel 
Castro “stole” from the U.S. Imposing the sanctions would risk retaliation from 
Canada and the 15-nation European Union — sore of the United States’ best 
allies. Among other things, these countries have threatened to blacklist American 
companies, restrict tourism to certain parts of the U.S. and require visas for 
American business travellers if the sanctions are passed. 

If Clinton refuses to impose the sanctions, he would effectively lose the votes of 
Cuban Americans, particularly in Florida and New Jersey, both important states for 
his upcoming re-election bid. Also, with Bob Dole breathing “American” princi- 
ples down his neck, Clinton would only reaffirm the public’s image of him as a 
spineless world leader if he backed down from Castro now. No, Clinton was not 
about to retract the proposed sanctions. The American public does not like to back 
down when a challenge has been made. He learned that lesson early in his presi- 
dency with Haiti and Somalia. 

So the issue has been temporarily solved by imposing a moratorium until Feb. 1. 
Clinton has bought some time to try and negotiate with foreign investors without 
retracting the sanctions. However, unless Fidel Castro dies in office or agrees to 
step down to make way for democracy, the anti-Cuba sanction issue will not be 
qesolved until well after elections are safely over.

“Imagine a painter not having a 
painting,” said Michael Farr, 22, a 
junior majoring in English from 
Cincinnati, Ohio, who performs 
vocals and guitar for the popular band 
Chump. “Having a recording is like 
having a photograph of something 
beautiful — it makes it permanent.” 

Farr’s experience playing and 
recording with a couple of bands in 
his hometown of Cincinnati, helped 
him do one of the fastest recordings 
around — two days of recording and 
two days of mixing. 

With studio time costing up to $40 
an hour, quick and precise recording 
makes things easier on the budget. 
However, most bands spend several 
months in the studio. 

Scott Wiley, 23, a producer/engineer 
with experience from Los Angeles, 
came to Provo and opened his own 
recording studio, Basement Tapes 
Recording. He has recorded local 
bands such as Sage Randall Blithers, 
Ace is Wired, Honeytree, Anyone for 
Squash?, Grain and Sleepy. 

Before the band even enters the stu- 
dio for actual production, they need to 
spend time of pre-production, said 
Wiley, explaining the typical studio 
process. This is when they choose the 
songs they’re going to put on the CD. 

They also need to rehearse, so they 
don’t end up paying for that in the 
studio, Wiley said. 

There are a number of ways to 
record in the studio. One way is simi- 
lar to a live performance. 

“The band can play all together, and 
we record. and it’s done,” Wiley: said. 
“Like a concert with nobody there.” 
Wiley said that most local bands

aren’t at the skill level where they can 
make a quality live recording howey- 
er. The alternative which can work to 
a band’s advantage is to use over dub- 
bing, in which tracks and instruments 
are recorded separately, usually 
beginning with the drums, adding the 
bass guitar, rhythm guitars and then 
any other instrument the band wants. 

Wiley is known to go to any mea- 
sure, use any tool, to get the right 
sound. He dented a frying pan with a 
boiler pot to make the perfect smash 
for the Honeytree CD. 

Mixing is the next part of the 
process, where all the separate tracks 
are mixed to sound good together, 
Wiley said. During mixing, the levels 
of volume for each instrument are 
fixed as is the equalization on every 
track. Effects can be added to make 
an echo in a voice or create a sense of 
space and depth to the music. 

“Mixing is the really cool and really 
frustrating part,’ said John Williams, 
22, a humanities major from Sandy 
who fronts the band Anyone for 

quash? His band has been working 
in the studio with Wiley and have fin- 
ished most of their recording and are 
in the middle of mixing. 

He said it is cool because all of the 
sounds start to come together, but also 
frustrating because you might also 
find a mistake and need to re-record. 

After the producer and the band are 
happy with the mix, the Digital Audio 
Tape is sent off to make a master 
recording. This is the last step to fix 
any mistakes and make sure all the 


‘songs sound similar, to ensure a 


coherent CD. 

“To master your own stuff doesn’t 
make sense,” Wiley said, referring to 
why they send the recording to anoth- 
er individual for the final master. 

There are local places when the 
master recording can be done, but 
Wiley uses a place in New 
Hampshire, where they charge about 
$400, depending on the length of the 
CD. The band receives back two mas- 
ter CDs, one to listen to and one to 
send to get pressed. 

The smallest number of CDs that 
can be pressed is 1,000 for the aver- 
age cost of $2,000. The total average 
cost for a local band to put out a CD 
is $5,000, with the studio time run- 
ning from $30-$50 an hour and with 
the hidden cost of artwork for the CD. 

Farr, of the band Chump, said his 
band saved a lot of money from play- 
ing live shows and also took out a 
loan to record. With their success, 
they’ve already paid back their loans 
and eventually will probably make 
money off their endeavor. 

Chump had a CD release party at

Mama’s Cafe on April 17 and sold 
close to 100 CDs; a good start, but not 
all bands are as successful. 

A lot of bands don’t stay together 
long enough to sell all their CDS. 
With the student population being so 
transient, it’s difficult for a band to be 
long-lasting. The band Randall 
Blithers went their separate ways 
before they sold more than 250 CDs. 

The band Honeytree had enough 
money for their recording expenses 
and their master CD, but sending the 
master off to press is on hold for lack 
of funds, said Chris Pearson, 24, a 
senior majoring in Japanese from 
Pendleton, Ore. and a guitarist in 
Honeytree. 

Although recording a CD is a large 
investment of time and money, local 
bands seem to think it’s worth it. 

“If you don’t have a CD, you can’t 
market yourself,’ Pearson said. “You 
can get in more doors with CD.” 

“Most people won’t even look at 
you unless you have a CD,” Williams 
said. “The sound quality is so much 
better (than a tape).” 

Wiiliams said the underlying reason 
he recorded a CD was to preserve his 
art. He wrote his songs and didn’t 
want to !ose them. 

“Tt’s cool to be in a band and made 
CDs, but only if you’ve got enough 
money,” Willey said. “Not one band 
has considered making a tape - they 
want CDs or nothing at all.” 

Willey, who worked for the record 
company EMI in Los Angeles, said 


that tapes are cheaper and record, 


companies don’t care if you have a 
CD or a tape. 

Wiley also suggested that less is 
more. Bands should consider putting 
fewer songs on their CD. It’s quality 
not quantity. 

Luckily, the local market is fairly 
easy for these musicians. 

Most independent record stores, 
such as Crandall Audio and CD 
Wherehouse, will sell CDs of local 
musicians on consignment. Even the 
megastore Media Play takes CDs on 
consignments. 

However, the way to get the CD into 
the most stores is through a distribu- 
tor. Most stores in the area work with 
Soundburst, based in Layton. The dis- 
tributor will buy a sum of CDs and 
place them in stores, including major 
chains. 

This is the most effective way to 
reach the largest audience, but the dis- 
tributor must first think your CD is 
marketable. 

Local record stores reported that the 
local musicians who sell the most 
CDs are Stretch Magnifico, Clover 
and Peter Breinholt.

the Irish republic, began June 10. 

The talks had stalled from the begin- 
ning because many Protestant politi- 
cians oppose former U.S. Sen. George 
Mitchell as chair. 

Mitchell said he was convinced 
progress possible. 

“An end to the talks could condemn 
the people of Northern Ireland to a 
renewal of widespread sectarian vio- 
lence,’ he said in a statement issued 
jointly with co-chair Gen. John de 
Chastelain of Canada and former 
Finnish Prime Minister Harri Holkeri. 

“There was a clear consensus 
(among the participants) to continue 
with the talks and to do. so with a 
sense of urgency and increased deter- 
mination,” the mediators said. 

Last week’s widespread violence, 
capped by a car bomb that wrecked a 
rural hotel, threatened to end the 


process before it was even begun. 
Each side said the main focus was to 
challenge the other side’s right even 
to be at the same table. 

Much of the recrimination centered 
on the role David Trimble, head of the 
pro-British Ulster Unionist Party, 
played in the unrest. 

Trimble is a member of the Orange 
Order, a powerful Protestant fraternal 
group that launched protests and 
demonstrations after police blocked a 
march through a Catholic neighbor- 
hood in Portadown, 25 miles south- 
west of Belfast. 

Trimble was a highly visible pres- 
ence at the barricades around 
Drumcree Church, where the march 
was stopped. 

When police backed down Thursday 
and forced the march through, 
Catholic fury spilled into the streets. 

John Alderdice, leader of the 
Alliance party, which draws 


Bosnian arrests trouble U.S.

infantryman, a man with a handshake 
like an iron trap. 

And he’s good and ready to fight 
should American troops ever try to 
capture Gen. Ratko Mladic, the 
Bosnian Serb warlord charged with 
genocide, whose mountaintop lair is 
just outside Han Pijesak. 

“T’d give up my right hand for 
Mladic, even my mother — for hii 
and for nobody else,” said Neric, 37, 
sitting at a cafe a few hundred yards 
from the edge of the vast high-securi- 
ty compound where Mladic has taken 
refuge. 

Neric’s attitude illustrates a key rea- 
son why the NATO-led forces, under 
increasing international pressure to 
seek out and arrest war crimes sus- 
pects, may go after Bosnian Serb 
political leader Radovan Karadzic 
first. 

Both men have been indicted twice 
by the U.N. war crimes tribunal in 
The Hague, Netherlands, and interna- 
tional warrants are out for their arrest. 

Attention has focused primarily on 
Karadzic, whose refusal to give up his 
political titles threatens the Sept. 14 
elections, but the balloting is sup- 
posed to advance. 

Unlike Mladic, Karadzic has irritat- 
ed the international community with 
repeated public appearances and 
statements that challenge the very 
essence of the Dayton peace accord. 

Karadzic remains extremely popular 


in the Bosnian Serb substate he has 


been instrumental in creating. 

Only Mladic, lionized for his battle- 
field victories over Muslims and 
Croats during Bosnia’s 43-month war, 
eclipses Karadzic in terms of support. 

Residents of this alpine village atop 
Mount Zep call Mladic, who alleged- 
ly planned mass murders, “our papa.” 
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They warn that this idyllic timber 
town, surrounded by meadows and 
dotted with grazing sheep, could 
quickly become a battleground if 
NATO-led forces go after Mladic. 

That creates a huge headache for 
troops in Bosnia — especially for 
Americans, since Mladic’s heavily- 
guarded headquarters lie in their sec- 
tor. 

“The people in the Republika 
Srpska (the self-styled Bosnian Serb 
state) love him. He’s Christ-like in 
their eyes,” said U.S. Army Col. John 
R.S. Batiste, the 2nd Brigade com- 
mander whose own mountaintop 
headquarters are only 12 miles north’ 
of Mladic’s. 

Batiste said if his commanders at 
checkpoints or on patrols see Mladic 
or Karadzic, their orders are to weigh 
the risks of arresting them on the spot 
or waiting for a more auspicious time. 

In private conversations, some of 
Batiste’s soldiers said they hoped 
there would be no attempt to arrest 
the Bosnian Serb general. 

One officer said that although 
Mladic may have committed horrible 
crimes, he is not worth the life of a 


- single American soldier. 


Residents say Mladic used to be 
fond of coming into town to shake 
hands withhis admirers, but has not 
done so in a couple of weeks, possi- 
bly to avoid U.S. patrols. 

A number of Bosnian Serb soldiers 
milled around, waiting for a bus or 
drinking beer at the village cafe, 
while a couple of expensive four- 
wheel drive vehicles, apparently 
belonging to Mladic’s security forces, 
cruised up and down the main drag.

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Cannon and Orton Packet compiles LDS views on evolution 


prep for election, 
debates this year

BYU law school graduates Chris 
Cannon and Rep. Bill Orton, candi- 
dates for Utah’s 3rd Congressional 
District, will soon enter the arena to 
debate issues they feel are important 
to Utahns. 

Mike Mower, Cannon’s campaign 
manager, said the opponents were 
friends in law school, and they expect 
a civilized and positive series of 
debates. 

Jennifer Wilson, campaign manager 
for Orton, said he is looking forward 
to fair debates taking place Jater this 
year. 

Wilson also said Orton will let the 
people of his district know where he 
stands on’ several issues facing Utah 
citizens, such as welfare issues and 
cutting taxes. 

Wilson said one concern Orton has 
about Cannon is the amount of money 
he has already put into his campaign. 

“When a large amount of money cir- 
culates early in a campaign, it can 
create a huge impact on the view the 
public has of the candidate,” Wilson 
said. 

Wilson hid Orton has not put 
together a formal committee with 
chairs at this time because he is 
spending most of his time in 
Washington, D.C., voting. 

Orton’s team members did not say 

there was a defined list of debates 
scheduled, but by Labor Day they 
should have the topics ready to 
announce. 
“Debates help crystallize the issues 
and allow voters to see the philosoph- 
ical differences between the candi- 
dates,” Cannon said in a news release. 
“T_look forward to the opportunity to 
set forth those differences before the 
voters this fall.” 

Cannon announced his desire to run 
for the Third Congressional District 
and has Sen. Orrin Hatch and Sen. 
Robert Bennett serving as honorary 
co-chairs of his congressional cam- 
paign. 

Hatch said in a news release that he 
agreed to join the Cannon campaign 
because he feels it is important for the 
Republicans to keep control of the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 

Hatch also said that by electing 
Cannon to Congress, the people of 
Utah will be represented in their val- 
ues and ideals, as well as upholding 
the Republicans’ work in reforming 
welfare and taxes and having safer 
stréets and neighborhoods.

With conflicting information regard- 
ing organic evolution and the origin 
of man, BYU officials urge students 
and faculty to access the official pack- 
et on evolution approved by the BYU 
Board of Trustees. 

In 1992 Bill Evenson, dean of the 
College of Physical and Mathematical 
Sciences, was asked to compile offi- 
cial statements from The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
regarding evolution for the purpose of 
aiding the students and faculty on the 
BYU campus “to provide a firm foun- 
dation for individual study.” 

“When we made the packet I col- 
lected statements by the presidents of 
the church while they were presi- 
dents,” said Evenson. 

BYU’s Board of the Trustees felt 
that only official statements from the 
presidency of the church should be 
included. The section on evolution in 
the Encyclopedia of Mormonism, 
written by Evenson, was also included 
in the packet that was approved by the 
Board of Trustees in June of 1992. 

The cover letter to the packet states 
that “although there has never been a 
forma] declaration from the First 
Presidency addressing the general 
matter of organic evolution as a 
process for development of biological 


species, these documents make clear 
the official position of the church 
regarding the origin of man.” 

Evenson said that instead of taking 
selected church quotes and interpret- 
ing the meaning of evolution from 
that set of quotes, they should read 
the packet and then decide. 

“That is the purpose of the packet, 
so that they can read it for themselves, 
pray about it, and then make an 
inspired judgement for themselves,” 
Evenson said. 

“If we go beyond the explicit state- 
ments of the First Presidency and 
include our own individual interpreta- 
tion, then we should not expect our 
views to be binding on other members 
of the church,” he said. 

In a viewpoint published in the 
Daily Universe on Nov. 12, 1992, 
Evenson said many professors in reli- 
gion and science classes had gathered 
material on evolution and distributed 
it to students. Some of the faculty and 
administration felt “the diversity of 
materials on these subjects, which 
were often selected to emphasize the 
views of the professor, tended to cre- 
ate confusion in the minds of the stu- 
dents and accentuate the potential for 
controversy about the church’s posi- 
tion.” . 

Bruce C. Hafen, BYU Provost, in a 
memorandum sent out Oct. 12, 1992, 
to all BYU deans, said the faculty

may distribute supplemental material 
about evolution, religion and the ori- 
gin of man. 

In the same memorandum, Hafen 
said, “We hope that other material 
distributed or referred to by BYU fac- 
ulty will reflect a fair sampling of the 
diverse viewpoints among LDS 
Church leaders and scientists, lest the 
selected inclusion of material imply a 
greater sense of unanimity and resolu- 
tion on this topic than actually exists.” 

Evenson said that if the packet was 
used more in the classroom like it was 
originally intended to, it would help 
dissipate some of the misunderstand- 
ings that exist regarding the church’s 
official position. 

The packet is available at the 
Reserve Room desk in the Harold B. 
Lee Library.
